White-Stevens.of American Cyan- 
amid Co., speaking at the Food 
Additives Conference at the Uni- 
versity of Florida recently, 'declar- 
ed the benefits of using: insecti- 
cides far outweigh the risks invol- 
ved in their occasional misuse. 

He expressed concern that Ra- 
chel Carson’s forthcoming. book; 
“Silent Spring,” which strongly 
critizes use of insecticides, would 
cause unnecessary alarm among 
consumers. 

“There is no risk to the consum- 
er from the use of pesticides when 
they age propérly applied,” Dr. 
White-Stevens. said. 

"Only in instances of rare mis- 
use is there danger. Even then, the 
misuse has to be of gigantic: pro- 
portions, since each chemical reg- 
istered with the control agencies 
of the federal government has an 
adequate built-in safety factor de- 
termined by experimental re-
